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Notes on how to use the look as a self-tuition device 


1 This book is the second and the final part of the Elementary Course of the 
Persian Language Teaching (AZFA). It is therefore appropriate forthose who 
have successfully completed the first part of it- AZFA 1. 

2. The book comprises 7 chapters, each consisting of 3 lessons. The first few 
lessons are rather short, but they gradually become longer towards the end of 
the book. The reasonable length of time, however, to learn the whole book is 
16 weeks at a rate of 10-12 hours of work weekly. 

3. Parallel to the written form of the language, the spoken shape of words and 

sentences have been given in [ ] 

4. Since the correct pronunciation of the words and sentences as well as the 
intonation are of primary importance the content of the book has been 
recorded on cassets, which should be used in conjunction with the book 
itself. In addition, some short video films on the basis of the dialogues in the 
book have been produced which will, no doubt, help the learning. 

5. The grammar, in the present book, is the continuation of the first one so that a 
comprehensive survey of the Persian grammar, void of details, is presented 
within the two volumes of the Elementary Course. 

6. At the beginning of every chapter, there is a word list for the learner to hear 
from the tape, one by one, and try to imitate the pronunciation several times 

7. The parttem sentences marked as "listen and repeat” representgrammatical 
constructions. So, they must be carefully studied. The learner should first 
hear them from the tape and then try to make substitutes fortheirwordsfrom 
his own vocabulary. 

8. There is a" key to exercises" at theend of the book (Appendix I) for the learner 
to correct his mistakes, but only after he has done the exercise 
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
